Each intruder was armed 
with two revolvers and they took the 
employes completely by surprise.

was but the work of a few minutes for 
the robbers to pinion the arms of the 
workmen, who were rolled over on one 
side of the building with their faces to 
the wall. 
The safe was cracked and 
the gang disappeared without a clew.
